MADISON (AP) - A proposal 


to increase salaries of Wiscon 
sin legislators by 10 per cen 
reached the end of the line Tues 
day on a 4-3 vote by the Board 
on Government Operations. 


The action closed the door on 


a motion that had been recom 
mended by the Legislative Com 
pensation Council, the director 
of the Bureau of Personnel and 
the state Personnel Board. 


The council had been created 


by me legislature to examine 
the feasibility of pay hikes. Wis- 
consin ranks 10th in the nation 
in legislative salaries. 


If the proposal had succeeded 


117 of 133 lawmakers would have 
drawn $9,790 a year as opposec 
to the $8,900 they now receive, 
effective Jan. 1 


.BOGO's vote, by five Republi- 


cans and two Democrats, dis- 
played a non-partisan flair that 
could lend strength to Demo- 
cratic Gov.-elect Patrick J. Lu- 
cey's recent appeal for auster- 
ity in state spending. 


GOP Votes 


AH four votes in opposition 


were cast by Republicans. They 
are Sens. Walter Hollander of 
Rosendale and William Dra- 
heim of Neenah, and Reps. By- 
ron Wacke,tt, Watertown, and 
John Shabaz, New Berlin. 


Favoring the raise were Dem- 


ocratic Sen. Martin Schreiber 
of Milwaukee, the lieutenant 
governor - elect; Rep. Richard 
Pabst, D-Milwaukee, -and Rep. 
Russell Olson, R-Kenosha. 


Shabaz, speaking of a "re- 


sponsibility factor in line with 
the additional austerity" said: 
"This is the first blow we can 
strike for it. We have to set the 
example." 


Hollander stressed ihat cur- 


rent salaries "are adequate," 
and challenged: "If any mem- 
ber does more work than I do, 
step forward." 


Wackett said he would "vote 


on no .raises for anyone until 
we put the teachers back 
the class room." 


He has been a strong critic of 


the practice of state university 
professors' devoting excessive 
time to research rather than 
instruction. 


Schreiber explained his vote 


there are indications Wisconsin

legislative responsibility" and 
repeated his earlier proposal of 
submitting a bill to the next 
session to "repeal the Legisla- 
tive Compensation Council." 


Nager and Merkel reached 


further agreement that the pres- 
ent economic situation is not 
consonant with a pay increase. 


Referring to a remark by 


Shabaz that "You are saving us 
about 30 cents a year per per- 
son," Nager said: "It's not the 
question of how much; it's the 
principle this time." 


Relating to the economic cri- 


sis, Merkel said: "Somewhere 
it's got to stop. It might as well 
stop here today. If we don't i 
vote to put the stopper on our- 
selves, how can we put the stop- 
per on anybody else?" 


Merkel 
also 
questioned 


BOGO's power and pointed out 
that "three lame ducks" were 
voting on the issue. 


He meant Schreiber, who will 


become lieutenant governor in 
January, and Draheim and 01-

•The unidentified infant may 
ave been picked, up during 
Collections Monday in" Green 
3ay or Tuesday in Manitowoc, 
ccording to Vernon Johnson, 
reduction m a n a g e r at the 
Goodwill firm. 


Police said they wUl talk to 


Goodwill track "drivers who 
made pickups in those two cities 


an attempt to narrow their 


earch for the mother. 
Police said late this morning: 
nat they had no leads. Johnson j 
aid the .baby probably was 
eposited in an outside collec- 
ion box. However, he did not 
rule out the possibility that it 
ould have been picked up 


during house collections. Police 
hope to be able to answer that 
question after talking to the 
truck drivers. 


Johnson said a Goodwill 


client, whom he declined to 
identify, found the body while 
unloading a trailer about 9:30 
a.m. Police said the body was 
inside a green garbage bag, 
which was in a cardboard box. 


According to Johnson, the 


client opened the bag because it 
appeared to be heavier than the 
other articles, which primarily 
consisted of clothing. 


Johnson said the truck driver 


who collected the items that 
included the body would have 


had no reason to be suspicious. 


He explained that the truck 


drivers unload into big trailers 
parked b e h i n d the Neenah 
Goodwill 
building. 
Employes 
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later unload the trailers and 
sort the merchandise. He said 
the trailers are kept locked, all 
but ruling out the possibility 
that someone put the infant 
directly into the trailer. 


Capt. Vern Wollerman of the 


Neenah Police Department 
estimated the baby's weight at 
seven or eight pounds. Police 
could not immediately determine 
if the baby was dead when it 
was left for collection. The body 
was taken to Theda Clark 
Memorial Hospital for examina- 
tion.

Now There's a Home for the Holidays

Because three policemen 


found eviction proceedings not 
in keeping with the Christmas 
spirit, two families in Miami 
and an elderly couple in New 
York City have a place to 
stay today. 


Veteran Miami police ser- 


geant William Kimbro do- 
nated the $36 nest egg he'd 
saved for Christmas liquor to 
pay for motel rooms for two 
families, including four chil- 
dren, he helped evict. 


Two Manhattan patrolmen, 


moved by the plight of Sam 
Labeiko, 85, and bis wife Lizi, 
80, held up their eviction on a 
technical point and then pass- 
ed the hat to help raise the 
overdue rent money. 


The Labeikos, who came to 


this country from 
Russia 


shortly after the turn of the 
century, had lived in their 
Lower East Side apartment 
for 33 years. 


They were being evicted 


because they owed the land- 
lord $155. The landlord had 
raised the rent from $36.80 to 


$46.80 a month and their 
Social Security money and 
Sam's p e n s i o n simply 
wouldn't stretch that far. 


Patrolman Thomas Finner- 


an, 20, and his partner, Bob 
Borowski, 29, were assigned 
to stand by while a marshal 
evicted the couple. They de- 
cided to help. 


First they demanded a look 


at the marshal's identity card 
which it turned out had ex- 
pired. Then they noticed the 
eviction papers identified Sam 
as "John." 


They sent the marshal pack- 


ing, returned to their station 
house and got a donation of $1 
from each of the 53 policemen 
on duty. 


Back at the apartment, Sam 


had enough to make up the 
difference. 


"We all felt," said Finneran 


afterward, "these were elder- 
ly people who had worked all 
theu5 lives without taking 
handouts, and that they de- 
served a better break than 
they were getting.1' 


In Miami Sgt. Kimbro said 


he gave up his money to help 
the families because "I'm 
black, I like kids and it won't 
hurt me to stay sober over 
Christmas." 


The two families were 


evicted from an apartment 
building Tuesday as the result 
of a rent strike by Negro 
tenants. 


Kimbro took Mr. and Mrs. 


Floyd Crawford and Mr. and 
Mrs. Edward Small to a motel 
and guaranteed payment of 
$36 for two night's lodging. 


"I'm no good Samaritan or 


humanitarian." Kimbro said. 
"I'm a cop. But I like kids 
and I didn't want to see those 
kids hauled around because of 
this rent strike. They could 
have been hurt. 


"That was money I had to 


buy my Christmas whisky 
with." 


"I don't expect the money 


back," Kimbro said. "I told 
those people I couldn't afford 
to pay for more than two 
days. Any of the guys would 
have done it if they had the 
money in their pockets."

when they get there, they really 
lost the reason why they wanted 
to get there.

I made up my mind I 
would change certain things. 
This is what I did. 


No Apologies 


And that's why I feel so free 


ing to apologize for 


Q—After you were fired, you 


wondered out loud why the 
President had hired you in the 
first place; did he give you any 
idea, in the beginning, what he 


A—No, not at that time. His 


statement when he introduced 
me was that he wanted me to 
bring vision and a new ap- 
proach to Interior, and that's 
exactly what I was trying to do. 


I was carrying out what I 


thought was not only my view- 
point but that of the administra- 
tion, and at no time was I ever 
criticized by the President for 
those many controversial ac- 
tions, or for any direction I took 
on pollution and the environ- 
ment. 


Good Job 


Q—You mean while you were 


secretary, the President was oc- 
casionally 
saying: 
"You're 


doing a good job?" 


A—Yes. Especially on envi- 


ronment and pollution matters. 


Q—Then how do you account 


that developed between you and 
the White House? 


A—Any man in the White 


House with those burdensome 
responsibilities can only react in 
the way the input gets to him. 


Any reaction I had from the 


President was always on a posi- 
tive, imaginative basis for solv- 
ing problems. He'd light up 
when I'd talk to him about pro- 
gram proposals, like my 20-year 
financing plan for municipal 
waste-treatment 
construction. 


But that's one of the programs I 
lost, and I think I lost it because 
I never talked to the President 
directly again about it. I think it 
was lost at the staff level. 


Getting In 


Q—But you seemed to have 


trouble getting to the President. 
You once said if you could have 
talked with him or his aide, 
John Ehrlichman, for five min- 
utes, you would not have had to 
write your famous May 6 letter. 
Was that a frequent problem? 


A—I had never pushed as 


hard as I did that day. But it 


as I leave, because I have noth- for the strained relationship was 
more an isolation of 


thought than an isolation of indi- 
viduals. It was really an atti- 
tude. I think men who try too 
hard for a job have to compro- 
mise too many things. I camej 
totally free. I came to do a job, 
not to get a job; to do a job for 
200 million Americans 


If you capture that intent, 


you've got Wally Hickel's. ap- 
proach to the problems, and 
you've got his problems with the 
administration 


Q—That sounds like the popu- 


lar notion of a little "in-group" 
isolating the President and con- 
trolling his "input." Is that your 
view? 


Staff Level 


A—I believe there is a direc- 


tion going, in the White House, 
at the staff level, that I disagree 
with 


I think many members of the 


White House staff got involved 
in departmental things far be- 
yond necessity. I think they 
wanted to be helpful; it doesn't 
necessarily make them bad 
men. But if the system gets 
going in the wrong direction, it 


makes it impossible to solve 
some of the enormous problems 
we're faced with. 


Q—Isn't that up to the Presi- 


dent himself? He can get what- 
ever input he asks for. 


A—When I had an opportunity 


to talk with him, I found him so 
willing to listen 
It might be 


that on a one-to-one basis I ap- 
peared too effective a salesman 
for a program that maybe some 
lesser member of government 
didn't like. 


Political Campaign 


Q—You have also disagreed 


with the tactics of the 1970 Re- 
publican 
political campaign. 


How do you assess its effects? 


A—We had so many positive,, 


good things to talk about that 
there just wasn't any reason tp 
run a negative campaign 
It was the negative attitude, 
more than anything, that I 
thought was not acceptable to 
the American people.

What is quality education? 


This question is becoming more 
important—and frustrating — in 


these days of heavy taxes and 
tight budgets. 


The definitions are almost as 


numerous as the respondents. 
But teachers and administrators 
generally agree with the 
philosophy of the Appleton 
school system—to guarantee 
that there will be some kind of 
program and activity for any 
youngster who walks through 
the school door, a program 
which will prepare him for his 
next step in life. 


"We try to have something 
for 
everybody," says Mrs. 


Harold Danford, a board of 
education member. 


George Buckley, Appleton's 


mayor and frequent critic of 
school spending programs, has 
a different view of educational 
quality. 


"I think their 
(educators') 


idea of quality has gone far 
beyond what is required for a 
kid to get into college," he says. 


He thinks that "good basic 


education in mathematics and 
English" is quality education. 


Difficult to Measore 


Town of Grand Chute Chair- 


man Ira Livingston admits that 
as an educational layman, he 
finds it very difficult to meas- 
ure quality education. 
"It's a complex problem," he 


says, noting that he often has 
second thoughts after every 
time he votes on a school 
budget. 


Rising taxes and a growing 


uproar of taxpayer complaints 
in the sensitive ears of local 
politicians have added to the 
complications, and the result 


has been record school budget 
cutbacks by the fiscal board, 
the governing board which con- 
trols fte local tax contribution 
to the school district 


Most educators are property 


taxpayers and they understand 
property taxpayers' concern, 
but they also fear a faltering 
educational system. 


"We just can't start hacking 


away and continue to say we've 
got quality education," says 
Gary Lemery, Franklin Ele- 
mentary School teacher. 


Community Attitude 


Karl Becker, a board of 


education member, agreed but 
he also feels a responsibility to 
be alert to the attitude of the 
community. "Because education 
costs money, the level of quality 


is proportional to what the 
community will pay," he says. 


Becker believes that if the 


funds are short, and the re- 
sultant quality low in Appleton, 
then "education must accept 
much of the blame for not 
selling its worth to the com- 
munity." He repeatedly urged 
the board of education to 
consider establishing a stronger 
public relations program. 


But does quality education 


cost money? There also is 
division on this question, but 
most educators and others in- 
terviewed think it does. 


Acting Supt. of Schools Orlyn 


Zieman and James Westphal, 
elementary coordinator, say it 
doesn't have to cost money but 
that when funds go below a 


point — as they have or are 
near to now — the quality is 
lost. 


Some Changes 


"I think we can provide 


quality education by making 
some changes," he says, not- 
ably in areas for improving 
efficiency hi use of personnel, 
facilities and equipment. 


Zieman says that it's up to 


the community to decide at 
what quality level they want 
their educational system. "If 
the public wants to cut quality." 
he says, "we're just going to 
put more and more pressure on 
the classroom teacher to be all 
things to the Md." 


Westphal admits this, in itself, 


is a threat to quality because it 
boxes in the teacher and makes 
other school systems look better 


to the teacher who wants to be 
creative. 


Thomas O'Hearn, Highland 


Elementary principal, said the 
"real key is the relationship 
between the teacher and the 
pupil." The cost items, such as 
equipment, only enhance the 
program. 


Miss Elizabeth Plowright, 


English-history teacher at Ap- 
pleton West, also feels it, doesn't 
have to cost much money. She 
says the dedicated.and innova- 
tive classroom,,teacher can do 
much to provide quality educa- 
tion, and extracurriculars, such 
as debate and forensics — also 
probably gauges.of quality — 
"aren't all that expensive."

After the streets are 
safe, police and courts can 
consider e n f o r c i n g moral 
codes and the Ten Com- 
mandments if they wish, Shel- 
low said. 


Public drunkenness, issu- 


ing worthless checks, illegal 
sexual behavior and fraud are 
out of the criminal realm, 
Shellow said, and should take 
a lower priority in enforce- 
ment. There is no agreement 
on what morality is, he said, 
and the courts and police 


would be better used in those 
areas of criminal law where 
there is agreement and need 
for enforcement. 
•Citing other problems hi the 
judicial system, Shellow said 
that the county and circuit 
court judges are "hopelessly 
underpaid." The salary for 
Milwaukee County judges is 
$27,000 to $28,000 per year and 
other county judges are paid 
about $16,000 or $18,000 a 
year. The associate justices of 
the state Supreme Court re- 
ceive only $29,000. 


The amounts of remunera-

The election is nonpartisan.

The $18,900 a year post was 


created by the Outagamie Coun- 
ty Board after a countywide 
referendum endorsed the posi- 
tion by a 3-1 margin last spring. 
At the same time, the board 
bad created the alternate post 
of a p-p o i n t e d county admin- 
istrator. It named Alvin Woehl- 
er, who had been executive 
secretary to the county board 
for seven years, to that post. 


The s t a t e legislation per- 


mitting the post of elected {being 
county executive failed, how- 
ever, to spell out the number of 
signatures needed on nomina- 
tion p a p e r s or whether a 
primary would be necessary if 
more than two candidates ran. 


The attorney general has 


ruled that only 20 signatures are 
necessary, the same as for 
county supervisor. He also ruled 
that the same primary law 
would apply to the county 
executive as applies to county 
supervisors, since the executive 
and the supervisors are the only 
non-partisan county offices. 


The statute cited by the 


attorney general's 
office 
as 


the "most applicable" 


reads, in part, "non-partisan 
candidates nominated for office 
by nomination papers shall have 
then* names placed on the 
official primary ballot." 


Candidates for county execu- 


tive can start circulating nomi- 
nation papers on Jan. 1. Dead- 
line for filing of completed 
nomination papers is 5 p.m. 
Jan. 26. The primary would be 
held March 2 with the general 
election on April 6.

Inspect all cords for frayed 


wires before s t r i n g i n g 
Christmas lights. And wrap 
the tree base hi fireproof 
paper cotton-like materials on- 
ly. 


Avoid the danger of tipping 


with a sturdy stand that is 
built to withstand pressure 
from all angles (stands with 
right angle cross timbers 
leave alternate angles un- 
braced). If you favor tinsel 
ropes, make sure they do not 
serve as "handles" that can 
be used by youngsters to pull 
the tree over. 


The lure of the tree may

when a friend's pre-school 
child was recently admitted to 
a hospital. He suffered from 
pneumonia. The little boy 
lived, but his parents had a 
difficult recovery. Due to over- 
crowding, insufficient funds or 
staff, but more often because 
of sheer beaurocratic wrong- 
headedness, many, though not 
all 
of today's public and 


private hospitals are in a 
sorry state. Especially if you 
bring an ill child to a hospital, 
you are likely to be needlessly 
intimidated or frightened. 


Most of our hospitals like to 


maintain the myth that we in 
the U.S receive medical care 
that is superior to that avail- 
able in all other countries. It 
just isn't true. But you can 
make sure that your child 
receives the best that is 
available and to which is 
entitled by refusing to take 
"no" for an answer. 


Don't let anyone in a hospi- 


tal bully you or your child. 
Insist that you receive an- 
swers to the following ques- 
tions and that your requests 
are heeded If whoever pro- 
cesses your child's admission 
can't or refuses to answer 
you, demand to speak to the

3. Ask for a printed form or 


written instructions regarding 
daily and weekend visiting 
hours.

Insist on having the 


diagnosis of your child's ill- 
ness explained to you in sim- 
ple, non-medical terms. Have 
projected operations or treat- 
ment detailed for you. 


You are entitled to know 


how serious your child's con- 
dition is, how long he is likely 
to require hospitalization and 
what arrangements you might 
have to make to adjust your 
home and family routine to 
your ill child's needs. 


5 Ask for a written listing 


of books, toys, foods, clothing 
and o t h e r essentials that 
might help your child's ad- 
justment to the hospital and 
his recovery. 


Hospitals, of course, are not 


hotels A parent does not have 
the right to interfere with the 
legitimate routine required for 
proper medical and nursing 
care. But at the same time 
you should know that quite a 
few hospital practices and 
rules are smoke screens for 
callousness and inefficiency.

Kaplan found the unusual 


lead of the king of clubs. 
While not in accordance with 
any textbook table of leads, 
the lead of an unsupported 
honor in selected circum- 
stances can be very effective. 
Let's examine Kaplan's rea- 
soning. 


The bidding had revealed 


that East had at least a five- 
card club suit, therefore East 
and West must hold at least 
10 clubs between them. Surely 
Kay must have either the ace 
or the queen and the lead of 
the unsupported king could 
hardly lose a trick. 


Next, Kaplan wanted to 


maintain flexibility for the 
defense. It would be easier to 
determine if East or West 
should lead to the second trick 
after the dummy was seen. If 
Kay did have the club ace. he 
could exercise a choice. If he 
wanted to lead, he could 
overtake the king. If not, he 
could allow Kaplan to hold the 
trick. 


Finally, Kaplan wanted to 


place as much doubt 
as 


possible in declarer's mind 
concerning the division of the 
outstanding high cards be- 
tween t h e defenders. He 
wasn't sure that he could 
gain, but he felt certain that 
he had Uttle to lose. 


Declarer followed to the 


lead of the club king with 
dummy's club deuce, and Kay 
allowed Kaplan to hold the 
trick. Kaplan shifted to the 
heart deuce. 


Kaplan's f o r e s i g h t was 


about to pay off. Since de- 
clarer placed Kaplan with 
either the king-queen or ace- 
king of clubs, he played Kay 
for the heart ace as part of 
his values for an opening bid. 
Therefore, declarer played a 
low heart from dummy. Kay 
gathered in his heart queen, 
returned the suit to Kaplan's 
ace, and a third heart was led 
for Kay to ruff. Down one.

Our Involvement in Cambodia 


President Nixon has requested $255 


million for economic and military aid to 
Cambodia, part of'it to repay funds 
which were transferred from other aid 
programs to Cambodia after Prince 
Sihanouk was ousted. But the United 
States Senate has made it very clear that 
it will not approve the use of the funds 
for the support of American ground 
troops in Cambodia. The real question is 
how involved are we with our air power 
in all of Indochina. 


After former President Johnson 


halted the bombing raids over North 
Vietnam in up effort tn gpf jingnHgtinns 
going, our raids in Laos were con- 
siderably stepped up. Fred Branfman, a 
graduate of the University of Chicago 
and the Harvard School of Education, is 
publishing a book after three and a half 
years of teaching and studying in Laos. 
In articles written for newspapers, he 
describes 
the changes from 
am- 


bassadorial veto power on air raid 
targets in Laos to agreement with just 
about whatever the United States Air 
Force and the Central Intelligence 
Agency wanted to do. This included the 
obliteration of villages thought to be in 
sympathy with the Communist Pathet 
Lao as well as the raids upon the Ho Chin 
Minh trail. When the story of this war is 
eventually fully told, the atrocities now 
being described at My Lai may look pale 
in comparison with what our bombing 
.raids have done to noncambatants in 
Laos, Cambodia and South Vietnam. 
There is little moral difference, it would 
seem, in such atrocities, only those who 
bomb do not have to face their often 
unarmed victims. 


The restrictions on ground combat 


forces as well as those on air strikes 
which aim at supporting the current 
regime in Cambodia or paying for 
"voJunteers" from other countries such 
as Thailand obviously is a handicap to 
the military in fighting the Indochina 


war. Secretary Laird has conceded that 
the current American bombing raids in 
Cambodia, while aimed primarily at 
North Vietnamese on the Ho Chih Minh 
trail or seeking to re-establish supply 
bases wiped out by the American in- 
vasion last spring, do give some support 
to the Cambodian government. 
Ob- 


viously it is difficult to divide the two 
aims completely. The strikes may 
succeed in discouraging the Communists 
so that they will bargain more 
realistically. 


But we are doubtful. According to Mr. 


p,ranfTT)an thorp >igc floor; Jittle OT tWV 
reconnaisance in Laos after raids to 
determine whether they have really 
accomplished anything. The enemy has 
shown itself willing to continue fighting 
even when the raids in North Vietnam 
were going on. The whole situation 
seems to reflect the dichotomy in the 
Nixon Administration. Are we seeking a 
military victory or a political set- 
tlement? 


After the unsuccessful raid on a 


former POW camp in North Vietnam, 
those who planned it were awarded 
medals and Secretary Laird insisted 
that our intelligence had been excellent. 
Somehow this is a little like the old saw 
that the operation was a success but the 
patient died. Nevertheless, if President 
Nixon can see victory in this sort of 
operation maybe he'll come around 
eventually to Senator Aiken's suggestion 
that we just say we've won the war and 
bring all the boys home. At the very least 
the real facts of our bombing operations 
in Laos and Cambodia ought to be made 
public. 


Secretary of State William Rogers 


told the Senate Appropriations Com- 
mittee that "we have no intention of 
slipping into the mistakes of the past" by 
becoming more deeply involved in 
Cambodia. It seems likely that we 
already have. 


Hostility Among Servicemen 


It is a little hard to agree all the way 


with Dr. Charles Levy of the Harvard 
Medical uchool that evidence shows 
American servicemen in Vietnam are 
more hostile toward their officers and 
the Army of South Vietnam than toward 
the North Vietnamese and the Viet Cong. 
Nor has past experience in war shown 
that participation then makes a man 
rely upon violence and become in a way 
unfit for civilian or civilized life. 


But this is a war like no other. There 


was some contempt for the Koreans by 
Americans but the Koreans were tough 
fighters. There has always been a 
certain amount of competition among 
"allies" such as British General 
Montgomery's outspoken dismay over 
American leadership in World War II. 
Race has something to do'with it but not 
all — the black American G. I. has as 
little respect for some of the Vietnamese 
as does his white brother in uniform. The 
Australians in Vietnam have unofficially 
complained that they would rather do 
the job themselves than to be backed up 
by the ARVN. 


In Vietnam the antagonisms are real 


and deep but not only between American 
and Vietnamese. 
The Koreans 
are 


reported to be the most casually con- 
cerned about whether a Vietnamese is 
an enemy or not and certainly this has 
not 
endeared 
them 
to the local 


population. Officially no Korean goes to 
hospitals in the Philippines because the 
Filipinos haven't given them clearance 
but of course they do. There is little 
fraternizing between Americans and 
Vietnamese—except 
in bars 
and 


brothels. The contempt is not all on one 


side. There has been a growing anti- 
Americanism in Saigon especially 
among students. South Vietnam has 
exceedingly tough regulations regarding 
the adoption of orphans by Americans 
despite the fact that there are thousands 
of them living in despair and hunger. 


But there has been growing suspicion 


between "regulars", both officers and 
non-."oms, and the American draftees 
who make up the majority of our men 
serving in Vietnam. There is more op- 
position to the war among the latter 
group, less respect for military 
authority or understanding of strict 
regulations and in any case the 
realization that the military is not a 
career but only an unpleasant interlude. 
This has become noticeable even among 
reserve units stationed in the United 
States. 


Dr. Levy recommends a debriefing 


for servicemen returning from combat, 
a sort of a return to the CCC of 
depression days but the aim would be to 
reduce the reliance on violence. It is true 
that in Vietnam the concern over who is 
the enemy has brought about more 
violence and it is apparent that My Lai 
was not an isolated incident. 
But 


millions of Americans returned from the 
other wars and seemed to have little 
trouble adjusting 
to a 
peaceful 


existence. Much of the violence in the 
nation today comes from men-—and 
women—who have never been in Viet- 
nam or even in uniform. 


Nevertheless Dr. Levy's report is 


disturbjng. It only goes to demonstrate 
further the unpopularity and the 
stupidity of this war.

Phillips Writes 
British Prime Minister, Nixon 
Have Many Things in Common

WASHINGTON — British 


Prime Minister 
Edward 


Heath, arriving in Washington 
for Thursday-Friday meetings 
with the President, not only 
shares many similarities of 
personality, outlook, and 
background with Mr. Nixon, 
but faces many of the same 
problems. This kinship may 
be an important ingredient in 
re-establishing the close, 
working relationship between 
British and U. S. government 
heads that prevailed before 
the Lyndon Johnson-Harold 
Wilson years. 


Mr. Heath is the son of a 


carpenter; Mr. Nixon is the 
son of a 
carpenter-turned- 


storekeeper. Both men went to 
college on scholarships. 


Both men are products of 


the meritocracy. Each is 
distrusted by his party's 
fashionable or aristocratic 
establishment, and also by the 
powerful Tory and Republican 
right wings. 


The New York Times has 


profiled the British Prime 
Minister as a "taut but lonely 
man who remains deeply 
private even in the hurly-burly 
of British politics." Added the 
Times: "To his enemies Heath 
is chilly and calculating, a 
politician driven by a single 
dream: to become Prime 
Minister." Reference was also 
made to the oft-mentioned 
opinion that Mr. Heath lacks 
"a feeling for humanity." Of 
course, very much the same 
thing has been said of Richard 
Nixon. 


Won Upset Victory 


Edward Heath 
became 


Prime Minister of Britain in 
June, 1970 immediately after 
his party won an upset vic- 
tory, gaining 46 per cent of the 
vote and a thin edge in the 
House 
of 
Commons. 


(President 
Nixon, 
who 


followed the British returns 
closely and with pleasure, was 
one of the first foreign leaders 
to telephone Heath.) 


However, Mr. Heath has 


never commanded 
great 


personal popularity, and Jus 
party has already lost its June 
lead. The most recent British 
Gallup Poll puts the Con- 
servatives behind Labour by 
4^ per cent. Should the 
Conservatives suffer a series 
of by-election losses, their thin, 
edges in the House of Com- 
mons could melt away in a few 
years forcing a

Britain's 
is in much worse shape than 
that of the U. S. Inflation is 
galloping at a 10 per cent 
annual rate, while industrial 
production is stagnating and 
unemployment is on the up- 
swing. 


Tries Free Enterprise 


Whereas President Nixon 


has decided to step up 
government intervention in 
the economy, Prime Minister 
Heath is taking the contrary 
gamble: the unfettering of 
free enterprise to right the 


economy 
by

processes. Taxes are being 
reduced, 
industries 


denationalized, 
depreciation 


allowances increased. To curb 
wage and price trends, Mr. 
Heath offers Britons little 
more than free enterprising 
advice: "The freedom is 
yours, but yours to use 
aright." The prestigious 
Economist (a weekly) has 
dismissed this as a "do it 
yourself anti-inflation kit," 
and many jittery Tory leaders 
are urging Mr. Heath to 
switch to an incomes policy. 


On the domestic front, Mr. 


Heath has caused a much 
bigger upheavaLin six months 
than Mr. Nixon has in twenty- 
three. He has cut back a 
number of welfare .programs 
and subsidies, slashed public 
enpenditures 
well below 


Labour projections, and laid 
down general principles to 
govern upcoming reduction of 
housing subsidies and selling- 
off of some public housing. 


Although 
the 
Prime 


Minister wants to boost aid to 
the needy, he is determined to 
reduce the role of government 
in the financial and social 
lives of those who can fend for 
themselves. He describes this 
vision, coupled with an un- 
fettered economy, as the "free 
society." But former Prime 
Minister Harold Wilson, now 
leading the opposition, calls it 
a determination to "turn the 
clock back to an age far 
beyond the living memory of 
any of us," 


Obviously, Heath and Nixon 


do not agree on all issues, but 
they appear to share enough 
outlooks and concerns to give 
the relationship between the 
White House and Number 10 
Downing Street a closeness it 
had not had in years.

But 
the fact that any change was 
managed was such a novel 
experience that the enactment 
was hailed far and wide.

substantive action has been 
recorded as a result of the 
consultation of the several 
functional "cabinet" sections. 


Knowles Nurtured Idea 


But a seed was planted. 


Cautiously, patiently Gov. 
Knowles 
nurtured 
the 


seedling. During the last year 
his cabinet meetings have 
been held on a regular 
schedule, with the par- 
ticipants obviously profiting 
from formal consultation, an 
attentive press 
on 
the 


sidelines and with the prestige 
and authority of the governor 
at the head of the table. 


Now the • governor 
has 


communicated to his chosen 
successor his conception of the 
value, trf his innovation, and 
Gov.-Elect Lucey is prepared 
to enlarge upon and elaborate 
the foundation that his 
predecessor built slowly and 
carefully. 


History may very well' 


record that the emergence of 
the "cabinet" during the' 
Knowles regime, quite without 
the express command of law, 
will be one of the lasting 
achievements of his time. 


Legacy to Successor 


The new governor could be 


given no more important 
legacy by his predecessor. 


Mr. Lucey is a pragmatist 


He did not seek the highest 
constitutional office of this 
state only for its honor or its 
prestige or the pleasure of 
holding a place that is given to 
so few men to occupy. 


Those were considerations, 


among others that moved him 
to campaign so diligently and 
so long. But another and 
important consideration was 
to rule, to achieve, to leave a 
mark upon his times, to get 
the most and the best out of 
the flow of tax dollars to the 
state treasury, within his 
rights. 


The retiring governor has no 


reason for affection toward his 
successor. The themes of the 
Lucey campaign over a period 
of many months were heavily 
derogatory to Knowles. 


Bears No Resentment 


But Knowles bears no 


lasting resentment, as he 
indicated when he talked with 
Lucey privately a fortnight 
ago and reviewed with him the 
slow establishment, of the 
cabinet idea and again when 
he told department heads of 
his hope that they would en- 
courage continuation and 
refinement of the teamwork 
represented in the informal 
cabinets during his own last 
term. 
. The popular conception of 
the state government is of a 
centralized, highly integrated, 
cooperative 
establishment 


That 
is 
illusion. 
Some 


department heads rarely see 
each other. Many have never 
consulted. Their territorial 
possessiveness and insulation 
.from the concerns and the 
operations of their fellow 
administrators would be in- 
•conceivable in private en- 
terprise — and doubtless has 
been costly. 


The circumstance of the 


aggressive Lucey following 
the innovative Knowles may 
well be a turning point in state 
administration.

Technical and legalistic 


terms are nonexistenct in this 
tribal tongue, and the official 
translator of the tickets finally 
gave up trying to translate 
such phrases as "unless ex- 
pressly so provided, nothing 
herein contained shall waive 
any limitation of liability of 
carrier,.." 


Every passenger has seen 


this gobbledygook on his 
ticket, and not one out of a 
thousand 
English-speaking 


travelers can understand it 
Such language is devised (ns it 
is in household leases) to give 
the carrier and the landlord 
all the best of it, while con- 
fusing the layman. In our 
society, millions of people- 
agree to or sign things they 


haven't read because they 
couldn't understand them 
even after reading. 


This is not to make the 


arrogant assumption that 
tribal languages are childish, 
as so many of us do. Prof. 
Mario Pei, in his book, "The 
Story of Language," points out 
that the two principal African 
tongues, Hausa and Swahili, 
are far from crude or simple- 
minded. 


Swahili, indeed, he tells us, 


has reached such a stage of 
development 
that 
the 


comedies of Moliere have 
been successfully translated 
into it, and presented with an 
all-African cast And the 
Bantu languages (of which 
family this is a member) are 
termed 
"infinitely 
ex- 


pressive" by his professor of 
linguistics. 


For instance, English has no 


word 
like 
"muma- 


g a m a g a m a , " 
which 


means "one who loses other 
people's 
things," 
or 


"muwavi," meaning "a good- 
looking woman who can't 
cook," or "muwandoloci," 
meaning "someone 
who 


growls when awakened in the 
morning," or "mutolatoli," 
meaning "one who is con- 
stantly 
divorcing 
and 


remarrying." Bantu even has 
a word for a "yes-man" — 
"muvumizi." 


The terms and phrases we 


have developed, which are 
lacking in Swazi and other 
native tongues, are not so 
much tools of communication 
as weapons of obfuscation — 
means of confounding, in- 
timidating, 
impressing, 


frightening or fooling people. 
When you are loftily told that 
your 
ailment 
"may 
be 


"iatrogenic," what 
that 


means is that it's probably 
something you picked up from 
the doctor.

GOP Votes 


All four votes in opposition 


were cast by Republicans. They 
are Sens. Walter Hollander of 
Rosendale and William Dra- 
heim of Neenah, and Reps. By- 
ron Wackett, Watertown, and 
John Shabaz, New Berlin. 


Favoring the raise were Dem- 


ocratic Sen. Martin Schreiber 
of Milwaukee, the lieutenant 
governor - elect; Rep.

identify, found the body while 
unloading a trailer about 9:30 
a.m.

Price Hikes 
Spur Riots 
In Poland 


WARSAW (AP) — Six persons 


were killed and scores more in- 
jured in two days of rioting over 
price increases in the northern 
Polish city of Gdansk, the Pol- 
ish Press Agency reported to- 
day. 


Rioting also was reported in 


the nearby Baltic cities of Gdy- 
nia and Sopot. 


Food prices have risen an 


average of 20 per cent. 


The protests against price 


rises set off street battles, arson 
and looting on Monday and 
Tuesday in the first major dis- 
turbances reported in Poland 
since early 1968. 


The official news agency did 


not mention disorders in Gdynia 
and Sopot but diplomatic in- 
formants and Radio Gdansk 
broadcasts had said earlier that 
bloody outbursts also gripped 
those areas. They said fires 
raged in the old section of 
Gdansk. 


Official Word 


The news agency dispatch 


was the first official word on the 
disorders. 


The news agency's account 


blamed the outbursts on hooli- 
gans and adventurers. 


It said: 
"Using the situation which 


arose". among the crew of the 
Gdansk shipyards^ adventurist 
and hooligan elements having 
nothing in common with the 
working class, demolished and 
burned several-public .buildings 
and looted several shops (more 
than 10). Murders of intervening 
police were committed. There 
were also many heavily injured 
who are now hospitalized. As a 
result of these clashes caused 
by hooligans, six persons were 
killed and tens were injured. 


Firm Steps 


"Firm steps undertaken by 


the authorities led to dispersing 
the adventurist elements and to 
the return of order in the city. 
At the same time, the authori- 
ties have warned that they will 
react with a firmness upon any 
violation of public order and all 
antistate activity." 


Militiamen 
were 
patrolling 


the cities' streets and the gover- 
nor of Gdansk broadcast ap- 
peals for calm. 


All flights from Warsaw to 


Gdansk were cancelled. Tele- 


phone operators refused calls to 
the area. 


Radio Gdansk made a further 


appeal for calm and urged the 
people of Gdansk, Gydnia and 
Sopot not to hoard food. 


"All efforts are being made to 


make life and work normal," 
said the broadcast. "By adequ- 
ate mtasures the authorities are 
securing order. Following our 
appeal, shops have resumed 
work and are striving to meet 


fully all basic needs of the popu- 
lace. 


"There is no, repeat no, need 


to hoard excessive quantities of 
foodstuffs. The shops will have 
full supplies to satisfy the needs 
of the population."

By City Council at Waupaca 


WAUPACA - "Hie City Coun- 


cil formally accepted the 1971 
budget Tuesday, levying a tax 
of $340,789 for city purposes and 
1651,092 for state, county, state 
trust fund and schools, at the 
rate of 56.5 mills on the 1970 
assessed valuation. 


Final figures approved by 


resolution show expenditures of 
$663,932 for general operation, 
$15,403 for contingency 
and 


$65,885 in capital outlay. This is 
offset by $404,431 in anticipated 
revenues during 1971. 


Approval was given, unani- 


mously, to increase the sewer 
tax rate from the present 110 
per cent of the water bill to 125 
per cent of the water bill. The 
new sewer rate will go into 
effect Jan. 1, 1971. 


The council also acted to give 


lawn sprinklers a break next 
summer. To do this, the city is 
divided into three units, to 
accommodate quarterly water 
meter reading. 


In the first group, residents 


will have their reduced sewer 
tax during May, June and July, 
based on their water consump- 
tion for the months of March, 
April and May. 


The second group will have its 


rate for July, August and Sep- 
tember, based on the quarter 
which includes January, Febru- 
ary and March. The third group 
will have the sewer tax during 
August, September and October, 
based on water use in February, 
March and April 


Schedule Due 


City Engineer Iver Oerter will 


announce a detailed schedule of 
sewer rate billing during the 
summer months later this week. 


Aid. Julius Johnson (4th) 


called attention to the fact 
increasing the sewer tax from 
110 per cent to 125 per cent and 
giving home owners a break 
during the summer 
months 


would result in no increase in 


revenues for the sewer commis- 
sion. "The commission's 
revenues will increase only af- 
terter water rates are Increased, 
if they are," he pointed out. 


The city will apply for a 


hearing before the public ser- 
vice Commission shortly after 
Jan. 1. At that time the city will 
request an increase in water 
rates, sufficient to make the 
water utility self - supporting. 
Rates were last increased in 
December of 1969.

Stop Crime First, 
Attorney Insists

MADISON — A Milwaukee 


attorney has proposed that 
until crime on the streets can 
be halted the counts should 
selectively enforce laws, con- 
centrating on criminal sanc- 
tions against those who hurt 
others. 
.Attorney James Shellow 


Spoke this week at Gov. Elect 
Patrick J. Lucey's budget 
hearing on a more responsive 
state and local government 
system. 


Since It is 
economically 


unfeasible to hire the number 
of police needed to clean up 
all crime and make the 
streets safe, Shellow said, the 
officials who are on the job 
should set a priority on en- 
forcing the truly criminal 
laws. After the streets are- 
safe, police and courts can 
consider e n f o r c i n g moral 
codes and the Ten Com- 
mandments if they wish, Shel- 
low said. 


Public drunkenness, 
issu- 


ing worthless checks, illegal 
sexual behavior and fraud are 
out of the criminal realm, 
Shellow said, and should take 
a lower priority in enforce- 
ment. There is no agreement 
on .what morality is, he* said, 
and the courts and police 
would be better used in those 
areas of criminal law where 
there is agreement and need 
for enforcement. 


Citing other problems in the 


judicial system, Shellow said 
that the county and circuit 
court judges are "hopelessly 
underpaid." The salary for 
Milwaukee County judges is 
$27,000 to $28,000 per year and 
other county judges are paid 
about $16,000 or $18,000 a 
year. The associate justice* of 
the state Supreme <3ourt re- 
ceive only $29,000. 


The amounts of remunera- 


tion, Shellow said, are not 
adequate to attract the right 
people to judgeships.

New London to Keep Its Own Operation 


NEW LONDON - The city's 


sanitary landfill site will remain 
city operated as a result of the 
rejection of two bids presented 
to take ^ver the operation of the 
site. 


One bid was for $58,500 and 


the other tor $54,500 both from 
localcontractors. The estimated 
cost of operation 
is about 


$40,000, so the city will continue 
to maintain the site. 


The Department of Natural 


Resources has set a March 1, 
1971 deadline for compliance 
with its requirement for flood 
plain zoning within the city 
limits. 


The city was informed that it 


must comply by February 1, 
1971, or face a fine of $5,000 per 
day, and the state would enact 
the necessary legislation. 


Mayor S. W. Krostue pointed 


out that the city is working with 
the Northeastern Wisconsin Re- 
gional Planning Commission on 
such an ordinance which should 
be ready in January. 


Krostue was again appointed 


the city's agent to enter into an 


agreement for any aid coming 
from HUD on the city's sanitary 
sewer projects. 


Standard Oil had the low bid 


for gasoline for the city — 12.5 
cents per gallon for regular gas 
— and the New London Co-Op 
was awarded the contract for 
No. 1 fuel oil at 13.97 cents a 
gallon and No. 2 at 13.28 cents 
per gallon. 


The city purchased a 7 h.p. 


snow blower for use on side- 
walks and bridges. The machine 
will cost $278, complete with 
chains. 


The expenditures approved 


include $67 for a stand for the 
city clerk's copy machine, and 
$525 for a portable vacumn 
pump for the swimming pool. 


Engineers Paid 


An ordinance revising the 


city's role in the construction 
field was approved. It will keep 
the city out of construction of 
sidewalks and sanitary sewers, 
with the exception of specific 
projects approved by the coun- 
cil. 


Donahue and Associates, con- 


sulting engineers, were paid for 
the engineering on the North 
Side Intercept Sewer project. 
Their portion of the project is 
complete. The b u i l d i n g in 
Pfeifer Park was accepted by 
the city. 


Director 
of Public Works 


Robert Martin reported that the 
storm sewer seperation project 
is 29.3 per cent complete. The 
contractor is expected to com- 
plete the Werner-Allen Road 
portion of the project by the end 
of this week, and then stop for 
the whiter. 


Alderman Clarence Bauern- 


feind surprised the council when 
he donated all wages, coming to 
him as acting coordinator of 
public works, back to the city.

"In the past," he said, "we 


have been too eager to accept 
the gift of technicological ad- 
vances without asking what we 
will have to take on to the prod- 
uct cost in the way of environ- 
mental tax. We are now ques- 
tioning whether that tax might 
be accepted. 


"We already have many of 


the n e'c e s s a r y technological 
tools . to reduce the damage 
being done. We must see that 
those tools are used to the 
greatest extent possible." 


The governor-elect seemingly 


left the door opening for addi- 
tional much needed spending on 
environmental protection. 


"Where technological tools for 


pollution c o n t r o l are inade- 
quate," he said, "increased 
emphasis must be given to the 
development of those tools." 


Gordon A. Bubolz, Appleton,
